John L. Crain, president of the 
closed Page Bank, spvent most of 
yesterday telling Chief of Detec- 
tives Kaiser and Circuit Attorney 
Sidener what he knew and did not 
know about Clifford Hicks, mur- 
dered lawyer and Sunday school 
superintendent. 

*“T had implicit confidence in 
the kid,” he said, adding that 
Hicks had abused that confidence. 
The “kid” was 28 years old. 

“There was a man,” said Crain 
at another stage of his narrative, 
“who never smoked, chewed drank 
or @ambled. And up until a year 
ago he never swore.” 

Crain did not say what induced 
Hicks to take up swearing. 

Regarded Hicks as Model. 

“I never was afraid to introduce 
Mr. Hicks to any woman of my 
acquaintance,” Crain continued. 
“Hé was a model. Why. do you 
know he used to take my children 
to Sunday School and picnics. He 
Was active in Boy Scout and 
church work. 

“I ‘only knew his good side. I 
never for a minute knew he wWas 
associating with ex-convicts. This 
is the worst case of Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr, Hyde that I’ve ever seen.” 

Crain ig 43 years old and lives 
at 7575 Cornell avenue, University 
City; not far’ from the Hicks rest- 
dence. He and Hicks became ac- 
quainted in 1923 when Crain was 
assistant cashier at the National 
City Bank. When the Page Bank 
was incorporated in 1925, Crain re- 
membered Hicks and had him 
draft the articles of incorporation.

Signatures of Presi- 
dent Crain and Secretary-Treasur- 
er Hicks were required under the 
by-laws on all company checks, 
but Hicks apparently waived this 
formality. 

Resignation Not Announced. 

On April 11, discovering Hicks 
in some irregular transactions, as 
told yesterday, Crain, resigned as 
president of the St. Louls Finance 
Corporation and induced Hicks to 
resign as @irector of the Page 
Bank. Crain says he asked Hicks 
then to go to the Union-Easton 
Trust Co., which had the 8t.

Exhumation to Be Sought. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mueller of 
St. Louis County announced this 
afternoon that Hicks’ oody be ex- 
humed in order to determine, if 
possible, whether he had been 
| poisoned or had taken poison. He 
proposed that an autopsy be held. 
With an examination of the viscera 
by experts, and an examination of 
the teeth by Dr. R. S. Norris, a 
tentist who did bridge work for 
Hicks in June, 1924, and Novem- 
per, 1926, and by Dr. Leo Shea, 
who worked on Hicks’ teeth several 
years ago. 

Coroner Bopp, who has opposed 
the exhumation because of the ex- 
pense, announced he would comply 
with the recommendation after a 
formal request is received. Mueller 
said he would make such a request. 

The investigation also has been 
focused once more upon the Hicks 
family, following the re-opened in- 
quest yesterday at which the mur- 
dered lawyer’s widow, sister-in-law 
and brother acknowledged with 
seeming reluctance the existence of 
two letters written by Hicks short- 
ly before he was killed, and care- 
fully guarded by their recipients 
until yesterday. 

One note was addressed to Mrs. 
Clifford Hicks and Coroner Bopp 
ordered it produced at the inquest 
at Kirkwood. The other was de- 
livered to John L. Crain, president 
of ‘the closed Page Bank by 
Glenn Hicks, brother of Clifford. 

A third letter addressed Sam 
Fox, attorney friend and  busi- 
ness associate, was printed in 
the Post-Dispatch last Saturday. 

Wrote Farewell Letter. 


The letter to Crain was written 
in pencil on pink notepapef and 
Crain asserted it was in Hicks’ 
handwriting, with which he is fa- 
miliar. 

In it he referred to “the only 
worry outstanding is the threat of 
the birds who held me up.” He 
added: “You did not see them, of 
course, but if you had felt that 
gun on your neck you would know 
that they meant business.” Then 
followed in detail a statement of 
Hicks’ accounts with Crain and 
how “Bud,” his nickname for 
Glenn, would settle everything 
with the banker, As if to apolo- 
gize for writing “a last message.” 
Hicks told Crain: “I may be yel- 
low, but I think I am only being 
careful.” 

“Work with Bud if anything 
should happen,” Hicks added. “I 
am promised sufficient funds to 
care for all outstanding obligations 
if nothing should happen before 
Friday or Saturday.”

Brother Stands By His Story.

Hicks pulled 
down all the curtains before sitting 
down to dinner. 

“The first of the week he said he 
had been threatened, and that he 
would identify the men that held 
him up,” Mrs. Betts testified. 

Mrs. Betts said she had seen Wil- 
lam Davis, ex-convict, and Davis’ 
wife at Clifford Hicks’ home on 
several occasions. She knew Davis 
as a Client of Hicks, 

“I never saw him often,” she ex- 
plained. “He came on business and 
Cliff talked to him in another room, 
so I don’t know a thing what was 
said.” 

Mrs. Betts said she was in bed 
suffering from asthma, on Satur- 
day, the day Hicks was killed. In 
the evening, she got up and went to 
visit Mrs. Clifford Hicks.

NEW ORLEANS, May 11.—Lev- 
ees at Bayou Des Glaises, 170 miles 
north of New Orleans, are expected 
to. collapse today, allowing a rush 
of water across the cane sugar sec- 
tion of Louisiana. 

Should the break occur today, it 
is believed that much of the strain 


fon the levees along the Mississipp! 


will be relieved, minimizing the 
danger of an additional break 
along that line. A collapse at 
Bayou Des Glaises would inundate 
thousands of acres in the most fer- 
tile part of the State, flooding 
many sugar houses and driving 
thousands from their homes, 
Hoover at Baton Rouge. 

Herbert Hoover, Secretary of 
Commerce, was in Baton Rouge 
today for a conference on relicf 
measures with former Governor 
John M. Parker, flood _ dictator, 
after which he will go to Vicks- 
burg, Miss., to confer with L. O. 
Crosby, flood dictator of Missis- 
sippi, and the financial committee 
in that State. 

Hoover approved the appoint- 
ment of committees in each flood- 
ed parish to organize rehabilitation 
work. It is estimated that 25,000 
farms in Northeastern and Central 
Loujsiana are under water. 

A $1,000,000 finance corpora- 
tion for rehabilitation of farmers 
in the flooded delta of Mississippi 
was formed at Jackson, Miss., yes- 
terday and began functioning to- 
day. More than $350,000 in stock 
of the corporation was subscribed 
yesterday and the rest is expected 
to be subscribed in a few days. 
Similar corporations are to he 
formed in Arkansas and Louisiana. 

The protection levee back of Vi- 
dalia, La., opposite Natchez, broke 
yesterday and backwater flooded 
the town. The break occurred 
when sand bags filling a bridge of 
the Missouri Pacific embankment 
were blown out.
